off Breft ; and that, in confequence of it,an exprefs had afyived 
at the Admiralty,. prefling in the moft urgent manner an im- 
medixte fupply of flips. We believe neither of the reports | 
has any foundation but in Change Alley ; and if we were to 
hazatd a conjecture, it would be, that no exprefs had been 
received from Lord Howe fince the day'of his failing. .The 
letters from ‘Torbay mention the flees’s being off there-on .Fri-
